SUMMARY 
 
     Synopsis of Bill 
 
House Bill 1 appropriates $16,336.8 from the general fund and cash balances to various legislative agencies 
for the purpose of funding operations of the 2002 regular legislative session and funding for interim activi-
ties, including fiscal year 2003 operating budgets of the Legislative Council Service, Legislative Finance 
Committee, Legislative Education Study Committee, and the House and Senate chief clerk offices.  Other 
appropriations include legislative interim expenses, session preparation, statewide legislative internship pro-
gram, expenses of the Senate Rules Committee, legislative information system and litigation related to redis-
tricting. 
 
FISCAL IMPLICATIONS 
 
The appropriation of $3.9 million contained in this bill for the legislative session is a recurring expense to the 
general fund. Any unexpended or unencumbered balance remaining at the end of fiscal year 2002 does not 
revert to the general fund.  The appropriations of $504.1 and $750.0 contained in this bill for the legislative 
information system and redistricting lawsuits, respectively, are nonrecurring and come from cash balances.  
The appropriations totaling $11.2 million contained in this bill for legislative offices and other interim ex-
penses are a recurring expense to the general fund.  Any unexpended or unencumbered balances remaining in 
agency accounts at the end of fiscal year 2003 revert to the general fund.
